Being in Ox/gen Tent

Riding a Gemini spacecraft 


through space is like living in 
an oxygen tent without daring to 
raise the flap 


Outside, there is nothing In- 


side, there is a strange atmos- 
phere of some 95 per cent oxy- 
gpn, 5 per cent water vapor But 
for the astronaut, it is his own 
portable world 


He inhales and exhales 12 


times a minute 
Kach breath 


brings his lungs W? cubic inch- 
es of oxygen HP uses some two 
pounds worth of oxygen a day — 
just to breathe 


The atmospheric pressure Is 


five pounds per square inch, 
about one-third of what it is on 
earth 


But it works It keeps him 


alive for up to 14 davs. witness 
Gemini 7 astronauts Frank Bor- 
man, an Armv lieutenant colo- 
nel, and James A Lovell Jr. 
A Navv lieutenant commander 
They lived those 14 days in 
space on the nearly perfect oxy- 
gen atmosphere 


Precious Commodity 


It filled their space cabin, and 


It circulated through their suits, 
when the\ were wearing them 
Tt was precious — and escapa- 
ble 


Had the\ opened their hatch- 


e=- it would have all escaped in 
one gasp into the emptiness 
The\ 
could still have lived, 


zipped up tight in the smaller 
world of their sparesuits 
But 


astronauts need both the oxygen 
to breathe and the pressure pro- 
tection against the vacuum of 
space to survive 


But it isn't like living on 


earth, even if things go well On 
an airliner soaring through the 
thin air of 37.000 feet, a passen- 
ger is fed a constant diet of that 
thin air scooped up by the air- 
plane and compressed in densi- 
t\ 
Up to an altitude of Ifl.OOO 


feet, there is enough <mgen for 
a person to subsist on a normal 
breath AJ?ove that altitude the 
oxygen atoms are too sparse, 
unless a human can pack them 
together, or ram his own com- 
pressed ox\gen with him. 


No Smoking 


There are drawbacks to a 


nearlv pure oxvgen atmosphere 
You can smoke in an airplane 
when it flies clear of its own 
engine fumes You can't smoke 
in an ox\gen-filled spacecraft 
cabin, if you value vour skin 


Burning is. of course, the 


combining of certain fuels with 
oxygen at usually high temper- 
atures The more oxygen, the

Without oxygen, there would be 
no fire 


Strange Problem 


A strange problem came up 


during the Gemini 7 flight Ear- 
Iv in the flight the spacp pilots 
were told to be careful with film 
for one of their camera's, to be 
sure not to let it lie around, to 
wrap it up in plastic film Thev 
complained that this took time, 
and they were having trouble 
doing it 


Whv did thev have to pack up 


the film9 Space officials were 
afraid it would vield a gas - 
deadly carbon monoxide — into 
the 
space cabin atmosphere 


Before the flight was a few davs 
old. tests on the ground told 
them that this wasn't so They 
needn't fear the film gassing 


Carbon monoxide is a product 


of carbon burning 
Its molecu- 


lar structure is such that it fools 
the lungs into thinking it is oxv- 
gen Then by taking the place of 
oxygen in the blood, it silentlv 
suffor-afes the bodv from within 


We breathe quite a diffprent 


air on earth It is nearly 80 per 
rent nitrogen, onlv 20 per cent 
oxygen Mostly our lungs are 
accustomed to the lesser quanti 
tv of available oxygen, and USP 
only a fifth of the amount avail- 
able in each breath 


New Mixture 


Flight surgeons are tinkering 


with new gas mixtures, notably 
the inert gas. helium, and ox\- 
gen, 
to more nearly duplicate 


thf gas mixture we breathe on 
1 


earth. 


But jo far there are no serious 


problems from brea'hing pure 
oxygen for long periods "f time 
— and the astronauts are cogni- 
sant that this is the one system 
they use from before launch, 
until they re-enter the earth's 
atmosphere.

If any government ever sought to 


"wage peace." it has been the United 
States government during the last ten 
days.

Gone 
apparently 
is 
the 


insistence that we will not include the 
National Liberation Front in any discus- 
sion?. As Vice President Humphrey said, 
the only condition we still maintain is that 
there will be no "surrender of South Viet 
Nam " 


Clearly President Johnson and his close 


advisors have become considerably 
per- 


turbed about the course of the war. It is 
not that Secretary McNamara was wrong 
when he said we w-ere no longer losing, but 
the pattern now seems to be follov ing that 
of the Korean confhct which settled down 
into a stalemate of despair. Our military 
leaders apparently feel that victory must 
involve a considerable escalation of the 
present military effort unless we want to 
accept the possibility of a long drawn out 
struggle of attrition Americans are not 
philosophically constituted for such a war. 
And the protests against the American 
involvement is not completely that of pro- 
Reds, kooks or pacifists This. too. may be 
influencing President Johnson who cares 
very much what people think of him. 


As far as public announcements ace 


concerned, there has been no encouraging 
response from 
Hanoi. Some 
observers 


argue that Ho Chi Minn would like to 
negotiate but that Red China is putting on 


strong pressure against it. Now It must be 
determined 
whether Ho fears Chinese 


domination more than he does a settlement 
of the conflict without total victory. In 
\iew of what may almost seem to him to 
be the frantic effort of the United States 
to get to the conference table, he may be 
waiting till we sweeten the pot a little 
more 


This is a dangerous point of view. 


There is pressure also in the United States 
and certainly at least in high military 
places to finish the war by winning it. This 
is not merely a "war hawk" aggressive 
attitude but based to some degree upon 
the belief that Communism smashed now 
in Southeast Asia won't present a more 
dangerous force in later >ears Involved in 
this is the speculation about the amount of 
Red China's nuclear ability now and the 
speed w i t h w h i c h it is progressing. And 
back in history is the memory of the Nazis 
armed with wooden guns who would have 
been so easy to put down a few years 
bpfore they invaded Poland. 


Put preventhe war. however sound it 


ma> he from a purely military angle, is 
simply not the American way either. There 
should be no doubt in any capitals of the 
world, including those of North Viet Nam 
and even Red China, that the United States 
wants peace in Viet Nam. But we now can- 
not expect either Ho Chi Mmh or Mao Tse 
Tung to agree to a cease-fire unless they 
also feel it is to their own advantage. This 
is our real dilemma—how to make them 
feel that way w-ithout letting down the non- 
Communist leaders in Asia and without 
fighting a tougher war which would make 
peace an encouraging alternative to them. 


As we refrain 
from increasing 
the 


tempo of the war and have even stopped 
the air raids on North Viet Nam and still 
there is no sign of softening in Hanoi, the 
pressure in the United States is bound to 
change 
toward 
something 
more 
like 


unconditional surrender. The alternative to 
this is a gradual cutback on both sides 
without anyone losing face. That 
may 


actually be going on but of course no one 
in authority is going to say so. 


Tri-County Expressway Nears Reality 


The tn-county expressway system that 


has been talked about for many years is 
nearing realization. Several weeks ago, 
member municipalities of the Fox Valley 
Regional Planning Commission 
received 


letters asking them to place the express- 
way right-of-way on their official maps. 


The first phase of the $50 million 


system, which will include 25 miles of 
roadway and six bridges, is scheduled to 
get underway next July with the construc- 
tion of a five-mile segment of the East 
College Avenue extension. 


Orderly development of the expressway 


is essential, as it is an integral part of the 
commission's comprehensive plan for the 
Fox Valley. The expressway system is 


being built to meet the future transporta- 
tion needs of the valley. As the valley 
continues to develop into a highly urban 
area, and new businesses and industries 
locate here, the need for a modern mass 
transportation system will increase. The 
number of vehicles in the valley will 
increase greatly and motorists will con- 
tinue 
to 
want 
better 
transportation 


facilities. The present estimated population 
of the region is 150.000. and it is expected 
to reach 228.220 by 1985 and 500.000 in 40 
years. 


With 
this 
outline 
of 
the 
future 


development of the Fox Valley, municipal- 
ities should waste BO time fulfilling their 
responsibilities to make the tri-county 
expressway a reality. 


Standard of Living Improves 


Consumer prices took another upward 


surge in November and probably jumped 
another notch in December. And yet the 
Christmas shopping spree all over the 
country was the biggest in history. The 
affluence of a great many Americans is no 
longer a myth. 


The real dollars per 
family 
with 


inflation taken into account jumped about 
50 per cent in sixteen years from S4.165 to 
$6.249 A great deal of the added income 
was spent on 
living better. So-called 


dilapidated housing units decreased from a 
third to only 7 per cent in the ten years 
between 1950 and 1960. Almost 90 per cent 
of all units now have a bathtub or shower 
and more than that have flush toilets. 
Some 94 per cent have cooking facilities of 
either gas or electricity and about the 
same number use gas or oil as heating fuel. 
Four out of five homes have phones and 93 
per cent have television sets. A great many 
have at least two sets and 10.000.000 homes 
have freerers. Almost the only households 
which don't have cars are those in the 
large cities where they are becoming 


impractical. Those who earn under $4,000 
and are by government standards in the 
"poverty" classification 
still show half 


owning their own homes and 60 per cent 
of them with automobiles. The value of the 
average home is also up as more and more 
are building more and more expensive 
homes. 


Obviously 
the 
major 
problems of 


Americans today are not starvation or 
inadequate 
clothing 
or 
the 
desperate 


efforts of the family provider to keep his 
wife and children in the bare necessities of 
life. Instead the problems are of human 
relationship — of race to race, parent to 
child, the teacher to the 
pupil, the 


employee to the employer, the husband to 
the wife. As the basic material side of life 
becomes much easier for most of us w-ith 
added leisure time, the use of both the 
time and the money becomes harder to 
apportion. 


Certainly living is easier in America 


today for most people than it was only ten 
years ago. And that makes the responsibil- 
ity of everyone to live better that much 
greater too.

All the same, there 
are 


definite limits to diplomacy 
even when conducted with the 
utmost skill on a world scale. 
The test question concerns the 
ability of South Viet Nam to 
avoid domination by the Com- 
munists. Will South Viet Narn 
escape Communist control if 
we get out and stay ouf An 
affirmative 
answer 
to this 


question rests on the assump- 
tion that North Viet Nam and 
the Viet Cong are ready to 
give up at the conference table 
what they have gained on the 
field of battle. It is precisely 
because they fear that nego- 
tiations 
will 
lead 
to 
this 


disastrous result, from their 
point of view, that they shrink 
from peace talks. They have 
not been fighting to drive the 
Americans out of Viet Nam or 
to give South Viet Nam a 
guaranteed 
neutral 
status. 


They have been fighting to 
convert South Viet Nam into a 
Communist puppet or. even 
better, into an integral part «f 
a unified Viet Nam under the 
Communist rule of Hanoi. 


The present military situ- 


ation has not yet reached such 
a critical staee for the Com- 
munists that they are ready to 
abandon these aims and ac-

They will only ac- 
cept such a settlement if they 
are convinced that continued 
fighting will bring unexampled 
hardships to North Viet Nam.

Pres- 
ident Mohammad Ayub Khan of 
Pakistan Prime Minister Har- 
old Wilson of Britain and Chan- 
cellor Ludwig Erhard of West 
Germany.
